Responsive to U.S. Patent No. 7,295,125 issuing on November 13, 2007, Patentee 
respectfully requests that a Certificate of Correction be issued correcting the omission of 
certain priority information which was mistakenly omitted from the coversheet of the 
patent. In this regard, Patentee submits the following remarks. 
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REMARKS 

A review of issued patent 7,295,125 reveals that the issued patent coversheet does 
not list domestic priority to U.S. Ser. No. 10/306, 961, filed November 29, 2002, now 
U.S. patent 6,870,479. For the following reasons, it is beUeved that this is a PTO 
mistake and the Patentee seeks a Certificate of Correction in accordance with MPEP 
1480 and 37 CFR 1.322. 

1) The official filing receipt identifies priority to the '961 application. 

2) The Office Action of February 12, 2007, requested that the priority 
information relating to the forgoing '961 application be listed in the first paragraph of the 
specification. The Patentee filed a response to the Action on May 15, 2007, which stated 
that the requested information was included in a substitute specification filed along with 
the original application papers. Patentee believed that the Examiner looked only to the 
original specification (which did not provide the priority information) instead of the 
substitute specification, A Notice of Allowance was issued shortly thereafter on June 5, 
2007, and the matter was beUeved resolved, 

3) On February 7 and 8, 2008, the undersigned spoke with Derek Putonen 
and Harry Kim of the USPTO on this matter. Mr. Putonen also left a voice message for 
the undersigned on February 8. Mr. Putonen indicated that the PTO mistakenly obtained 
priority information fi-om the inventor declaration, when it shoidd have obtained this 
information from the first sentence of the substitute specification. Mr. Putonen also 
acknowledged that the priority information was depicted on the filing receipt, and for 
unknown reasons, the USPTO mistakenly did not include this information on the cover 
sheet of the issued patent, hi a separate conversation, Mr, Kim concurred with Mr. 
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Putonen's findings and suggested that the Patentee file a request for a Certificate of 
Correction to correct the PTO's error of not including the requisite priority information. 

4) Accordingly, Patentee respectfully requests a Certificate of Correction be 
issued properly identifying domestic priority to the '961 application. 
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
